Yesterday 400 shareholders of the 
:iO-year-old Narberth Building and 
Loan Association received a directors' 
call for a meeting, 7.30 P. M., Thurs- 
day, December 2, in the borough's 
Elm Hall, for the purpose of con- 
sidering a plan of liquidation. 

According to Solicitor Henry A. 
Frye, it is hoped to pay in full, eventu- 
ally, the stock liability of $350,000, 
if the real estate market warrants. 
There are 50 homes held by the or- 
ganization, in addition to mortgages 
whose appraisal has not been com- 
pleted. 

The B & L, which once reached a 
peak of 14,000 shares and assets of 
almost $1,500,000, has not taken any 
new mortgages in recent years, and 
issues of new stock series were cur- 
tailed by "the changing attitude of the 
public regarding . . . investments. 
. . . People began to cease buying 
new shares, and without capital no 
business can continue. 

"The directors have given careful 
consideration to 'federalization' and 
a possible revaluation of the assets. 
However, the first would postpone for 
an undue length of time the possi- 
bility of a home owner paying off his 
mortgage, while the second would 
merely prolong the time when the 
question of liquidation would have to 
be faced. Therefore, it has been felt 
that the best solution for all con- 
cerned, is to have a committee of 
trustees who will undertake liquida- 
tion and bring it to pass as quickly 
as possible. The association is not 
insolvent and should be able to pay 
back 100 per cent of principal if the 
real estate market does not again be- 
come stagnated. 

"Every shareholder is urged by the 
directors to be present at the meeting 
December 2 or promptly send their 
proxies."

John Flynn. Tells D. A. R. Efficiency 

in Government Must Br 

Started Locally 

John E. Flynn, assistant district 
attorney of Montgomery County, in 
his address at the Reciprocity Lunch- 
eon of the N. S. D. A. R. of Narberth, 
on Monday, pointed out that govern- 
ment efficiency which inspires confi- 
dence starts in such small units as 
Lower Merion Township and the Bor- 
ough of Narberth. Mr. Flynn made 
a plea for practical patriotism, de- 
claring the public persecution of crime 
is one of the highest forms of patriot- 
ism. He also said that in order to 
keep the type of government in which 
we have confidence, its functions must 
not be attacked by the use of pull or 
drag. In other words, it is up to the 
public to see that the criminal gets 
his just punishment. He stated that 
in Montgomery County in 1936 there 
were 83G defendants in the criminal 
courts of which 94.8 per cent were 
convicted.

Great is jubilation in Narberth over 
the palatial new station. At last — so 
goes comment of the town — the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad has begun to right 
an ancient wrong. The wrong was 
perpetrated in decaying decades long 
gone, when the north-side station was 
erected, and permitted to stand, and 
stand. Its rear view — still standing 
— gives the Haverford avenue busi- 
ness section a big black eye. And 
its front view, not vastly prettier, 
completes a picture that is more like 
a caricature, and that— it now be- 
comes evident — has contributed large- 
ly to the borough's feeling of inferi- 
ority. Too many passersby — by train 
and car — have blinked and said 
"Hungry Hollow"— after seeing the 
station. 

But that's a passing phase, thanks 
to the P. R. R. With the station 
master moved to his handsome new 
south-side office building, there's little 
to halt demolition of the abandoned 
ancient eye-sore. 

As for the new structure across the 
way. . . . That such magnificence 
should grace the borough's platform. 
. . . Commuters have been eyeing 
it ever since Our Town's announce- 
ment last week, with awed admira- 
tion. It seems too good to be true. 
It is not that the borough feels the 
station is too good for it. . . . Af- 
ter all, Narberth is aware that more 
people buy tickets at Narberth Sta- 
tion than any other in Philadelphia's 
suburbs. . . . But that such a unique 
building should come to the borough, 
all unsought. . . . 

And so Our Town contemplates a 
celebration. The removal by Station 
Master A. E. Burgstresser and staff, 
of their effects Tuesday was too quiet, 
too informal to do justice to the dig- 
nity of so grand an occasion. There 
should have been a band, a parade, 
with flags waving, locomotives tooting 
and dogs woofing. The removal was 
rather too unobstrusive, as if rail- 
road officials felt the transfer of the 
ticket office to its new quarter (or 
shall we say eighths) was a descent 
from bad to worse — as Our Town so 
crudely intimated last week. 

Repentent, Our Town now advo-

Some of them, like our own Haver- 
ford Governor, would like to reduce 
taxes, of course, but how can it be 
done with an increasing number of 
New Deal mouths to feed. At present 
the number of salaried State em- 
ployes is 27,115 whereas it was 18,654 
in 1935. And that doesn't include 
some 29,856 on the payroll doing 
unskilled work and such. 

But returning to the sign tax, 
Mayor Wilson also would repeal it, 
substituting therefor a tax on the 
200,000 persons who earn an average 
of $15,000 a year each in Philadelphia, 
but who live in other counties includ- 
ing, of course, Montgomery and Dela- 
ware. 

Perhaps the mayor's dislike of the 
suburbanites is mutual. If we recall 
correctly, Dr. Albert C. Barnes, Mer- 
ion art collector (whose dislikes are 
neither few nor frugal), at the last 
Narbcrth Firemen's banquet referred 
to "cheap politicians — like the present 
mayor of Philadelphia." 

"Cheap" and "inexpensive," how- 
ever, should not be confused. This 
week Dr. Barnes delivered another 
broadside at the Quaker City when he 
said it was "stung" for paying $110,- 
000 for Cezanne's "Bathers."
